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SOCIAL PURITY. 


LEGISLATURE. | 


Efforts of Hon. Stephen M. White 
and Hon. R. H. F. Varie!) to Secure 
the Passage of Proper Laws tor 
the Punishment of Seduaction— 
The Bilis introduced—Some Inter- 
esting Reading. 


The social purity movement inaugurated 
in this city some weeks ago, and which has 
already assumed such large proportions, is 
likely to have a much greater influence on 
future legislation than is generally sup- 
posed, and while but little has been heard 
of the subject publicly until recently, if has 
nevertheless received careful consideration 
by some of the ablest intellects in the State, 
who for some time past have realized the 
weakness of the lawson this important 
question. In talking on the subject yester- 
day with a well-known legal light and a 
member of the last Legislature, a Tres 
reporter was given a chapter of the inside 
history of that session, which shows that a 
necessity for radical reforms- was fully 
recognized, The facts in the case, as 
learned by the Times man, were as follows: 
At the last session of the Legislature Hon. 
Stephen M. White represented Los An- 
geles county in the State Senate, and was, 
before his election as Speaker, the recog- 
nized head of the Judiciary Committee of 
leader on 
the Demecratic side. Hon, RK. G. ¥. 
Variel, now practicing law in this city, rep- 
resented one of the northern counties in 
the Assembly, and asthe chairman of the 
Judiciary Committtee of the Lower House 
was the leader on the Republican side of 
that branch. These two gentiemen met at 
the Governor’s inaugural banqu et—in fact, 
occupied seats next to each other. Mr. 
White had just got through with the Louise 
Perkins suit against Lucky Baldwin, and, 
in discussing that celebrated case, in con- 
nection with other matters, Mr. White said

The Executive Committee Call fora 
Mass Meetings of Citizens, 

The time has again come for active work 
at the polls. A year ago the citizens’ anti- 
saloon movementin the city of Los An- 
geles, organized upon a non-partisan basis, 


ing a revolution in gpblic sentiment which 

was a surprise to all. It is no presumption 

to say that the effect of that vote has been 

felt in the moral tone of the city ever since. 

Starting as a citizens’ movement, irrespect- 

ive af party, it has rigidly adhered to that 
sis. 

ln August last the Executive Committee, 
to which the work for the year had been in- 
trusted, issued a ca}l for a mass convention 
at Long Beach in the same line of work. 
The call was toall political parties. They 
were all represented, and many hundreds of 
people were present. At that convention, 
after a discussion lasting through two days, 
it was voted to continue the work on the 
same line, only to broaden it, so as to make 
ita movement not only against the saloon, 
but also against the gambling-house, the 
opium den and the brothel, and in favor of 
good, clean, efficient government. Such a 
platform, was framed and adopted at that 
meeting, and upon that platform the move- 
ment stands today. Adhering to its 
original ‘resolution to avoid party 
politics, it has remained, as_ it 
promised, out of the field’ in 
the national and State contest which has 
just passed. Now, however, that the mu- 
uicipal contest is again before u and 
within a few weeks the battle is to be fought 
which shall decide whether good or evil: 
shali rule in our city for the ensuing year, 
it is again in the field. And it earnestly 
asks political parties, as there are no politi- 
cal principles at stake in these local con- 
tests, to remain out of the field, and let us 
deal with this question of a pure city gov- 
ernment inthe mannerin which it should 
be—solely as a local and home question. 

The Executive Committee of the,citizens’ 
anti-saloon movement has done its work 
for the year. It now, as its closing official 
act, calls a mass meeting of all citizens who 
are in favor of driving from our midst the 
saloon, the gambling-house, the opium den 
and the brothel, and who are in favor of se- 
curity forour homes, and ofa clean city 
government. The object of that meeting is 
to elect an executive committee for the en- 
suing campaign, and to provide for carry- 
ing on the work. :

We make two alterations in our table 
of electoral votes, changing Indiana 
from the doubtful to the Republican 
column—the indications are that the 
Republican majority will be from 12,000 
to 15,.000—and- transferring West Vir- 
ginia from the Democratic to the 
doubtful column. The latter State is 
claimed by both parties. This makes 
the Republican total now 233; Dem- 
ocratic 156, and doubtful—Connecticut 
and West Virginia—12. © 

It_will be seen that even the 36 votes 


of New York would not be sufficient to

BRUTAL 


.A Man Kicked to Death at San Fer- 

nando. 

News of a peculiarly brutal murder at 
San Fernando was received in this city last 
night,. when Deputy Sheriff James H, 
Keraos brought down the murderer, Will- 
jam Lannigan, and landed him in the 
County Jail. The murder occurred at Mrs. 
Gienn’s boarding-house in San Fernando, 
where the murdered man, William Stack, 
resided. Both were laborers, and on Tues- 
day had been drinking some, but, so far as 
Known, there had been no quarrel. Stack 
went home comparatively. early and went 
to bed. Between 3 and 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning Lannigan, who was considerably 


under the influence of uor, Came 
to Stack’s room, lit the light, and 
commene:i annoying Stack. As Lan- 


nigan isa very large and powerful man and 
- very quarrelsome when drunk, Stack put 

up with him for some time, but finally got 

tired of itand got up and put out the light. 

No sooner did he do this than Lannigan 

grabbed him and commenced beating him 

about the face and head, mutilating him in 
ashocking manner, He then pulied him 
out of the bed and threw him on the floor 
and jumped on him several times, crushing 
him with his heavy shoes. He was finally 
got out of thé room ard went to bed, and 
yesterday morning appeared befofe a jus- 
tice of the peace, pleaded guilty to an 
assault, was he paid, and 
was disch was confined 
to his bed by : injuries. and could not ap- 
pear against him. edical assistance was 
calied in, and everything possible was done 
for him, but without avail, and, after lin- 
fering in great pain until about 3 o’cloek, 
edied. Deputy Kerns, who had been 
watching Lannigan, at once placed him 
under arrest, not, however, without a severe 
sak siruggie, an brought him to the city by the 
To’ciock train.
